To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr«  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  I  hav© 
pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Stone  Urban 
District  for  the  year  1957. 

Whilst  more  definite  information  concerning  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  the  year  is  given  in  the  various  tables  and 
statistics  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  there,  are  several  items  which 
should  be  noted 

1.  A  decrease  in  the  population  from  8,860  to  8,820. 

2.  Decrease  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  area  from  1 64.(1 956) 
to  146  (1957). 

3#  Decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  area  from  Coronary  Disease 
from  18  in  1956  to  13  in  1937. 

A*  Decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  area  from  Bronchitis-  from 
15  in  1956  to  5  in  1957# 

5*  The  figures  for  deathsin  the  area  from  malignancy  of  the  lung  are  the 
some  as  for  1956  -  namely  3* 

6.  Slum  Clearance  has  progressed  satisfactorily.  The  five  year 
programme  being  now  nearing  completion. 

.You  may  recall  that  when  I  presented  my  1956  Annual  Report  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  and  when  they  had  considered  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  Cancer,  they  suggested  that  some  useful  information  as  to  the  cause 
of  the  disease  might  become  available  if  the  disease  could  be  made  notifiable 
to  the  Local  Authority* 

In  compliance  with  their  directions,  I  communicated  with  the  Minister 
of  Health  regarding  the  above  suggestion.  I  received  a  reply  stating  that 
a  somewhat  similar  scheme  was  in  operation  (Birmingham  Regional  Cancer 
Registration  Scheme)  and  it  should  be  soon  in  a  position  to  supply  detailed 
information  regarding  deaths  from  any  specific  Cancer  in  a  given  area,  a& 
suggested  by  the  Public  Health  Committee.  This,  I  believe,  may  help  in 
dealing  with  the  problem. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  assistance  which  I 
have  received  from  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  also  to  thank 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  co-operation  and  support  which  I  have  received  from  them 

during  the  year.  _

Population,  The  population  of  the  Area  is  8,820  which  is  a  decrease  of 
40  on  the  figure  given  for  1956, 

Births,  The  number  of  live  births  in  the  Area  for  1957  totalled  100  which 
is  16  less  than  the  number  in  1956#  This  gives  a  live  birth  rate  for  the 
Area  of  11  #3#  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  16.1#  The  number  of 
still  births  in  the  Area  for  1957  was  3  which  is  1  less  than  the  figure 
fbr  1956  (4). 

Deaths#  The  total  number  of  deaths  (including  Inv/ard  Transferable  deaths) 
in  the  Area  for  1957  from  all  causes  amounts  to  146#  This  gives  a.  death 
rate  of  16,3#  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  wass  11,5#  The  total 
number  of  Stone  inhabitants  who  died  during  the  year  totalled  97  (including 
Inward  Transferable  deaths)  -  against  115  in  1956  -  which  gives  a  death 
rate  for  Stone  Urban  District  of  10,9# 

Infant  Deaths#  The  number  of  children  who  died  under  the  age  of  1  year  in 
the  Area  amounted  to  6  of  which  3  were  under  4  weeks  old# 

Notifiable  and  Infectious  Diseases#  50  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were 
notified  during  the  year  against  9  which  was  the  number  for  1956.  The 
main  difference  between  these  figures  being  caused  by  the  number  of  cases 
of  Measles  notified,  namely  33  (none  being  notified  in  1956)#  Table  IV 
gives  the  complete  list  of  confirmed  Infectious  Diseases  -  except  for 
the  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  which  are  given  in  Table  V# 

National  Assistance  Act.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  during  1957* 

Food  Poisoning#  2  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  during  the  year  but 
immediate  notification  by  the  General  Practitioners  in  charge  of  the  cases 
and  prompt  action  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  prevented  the  infection 
from  spreading# 

Vital  Statistics#  These  figures  give  particulars  of  Births  and  Deaths  in 
the  Area  and  are  compared  with  the  figures  for  England  and  Wales.

Approval  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  for  the  construction  of 
the  six  additional  sludge  drying  beds.  Work  is  now  in  progress  on  this 
Scheme  and  the  additional  drying  beds  will  be  brought  into  use  in  January, 
1958. 


As  a  result  of  constant  supervision  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  the  standard  of  the  effluent  discharged. 
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2,  Drainage . 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued, 
in  connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  system  and  also 
of  new  work.  The  use  of  pitch-fibre  drain  pipes  has  been  commenced  in 
this  district, 

3,  Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tank. 

There  are  now  1 4  houses  with  pail  closets  and  23  houses  with 
septic  tanks  in  the  area,  4  Council  houses  in  Eccleshall  Road,  Walton, 
were  converted  from  pail  closets  to  water  closets  on  a  new  septic  tank 
system. 

The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained, 

4*  Water  Supply, 

The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water 
supply  for  the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been 
maintained  during  the  year.  Reports  on  samples  taken  are  regularly 
submitted  by  the  Board, 

A  y/ater  main  extension  scheme  v/as  carried  out  to  provide  four 
Council  houses  in  Eccleshall  Road,  Walton  with  main  v/ater,  The  houses 
have  had  a  complete  plumbing  system  installed,  including  hot  and  cold 
water  supplied  with  a  storage  tank  and  cylinder, 

25  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  v/atcr  supply. 

New  supplies  during  1957  -  47  new  houses  or  bungalows  were 
connected  to  the  mains, 

5»  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 

Two  vehicles  are  now  operated  on  this  service  and  a  weekly 
collection  is  maintained. 

The  second  area  of  land  to  be  reclaimed  by  refuse  tipping  at 
Westbridge  Park  has  now  been  filled  up  and  preliminary  levelling  by 
bulldozer  and  scraper  carried  out.  This  area  is  nov;  ready  for 
conversion  to  further  playing  fields. 

iL  new  refuse  tip  v/as  brought  into  use  at  Abbey  Street,  but  this 
land  is  only  suitable  for  v/inter  use.  It  will  be  necessary  to  acquire 
further  land  in  the  district  for  refuse  disposal. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  (Continued). 


During  the  year  the  supply  of  covering  material  was  reasonably 
maintained  from  road  works  and  the  demolition  of  properties  under  the 
Slum  Clearance  Scheme. 


Salvage.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and 
rags  has  been  maintained.  Scrap  iron  and  other  metals  are  separated  and 
salvaged,  but  metal  containers  (cans)  are  not  recovered.

6.  23  houses  and  12  bungalows  were  completed  during  1957#  A  further 

Contract  for  10  houses,  13  bungalows  and  4  flats  was  prepared  and  put  in 
hand,  but  full  possession  of  the  site  was  not  obtained  and  work  in 
progress  relates  only  to  2  houses,  13  bungalows  and  4  flats* 

During  the  year  32  housing  units  of  new  and  existing  dwelling 
accommodation  were  again  provided  for  slum  clearance  purposes.  Site 
works  have  commenced  on  one  private  housing  estate  in  the  area.  This 
estate  has  a  potential  value  of  40  housing  units. 

Application  for  Improvement  Grants  continue  to  be  made  and  are 
granted  by  the  Authority*  This  scheme  appears;  only  to  attract  owner/ 
occupiers.

The  1-5  years  slum  clearance  programme  was  implemented 
during  the  year  and  the  necessary  accommodation  made  available 
for  re-housing  displaced  families.  Every  effort  was  made  to  house 
families  in  the  particular  area  of  the  town  and  in  the  type  of 
accommodation  they  requested.

Allocation  of  new  units  have  been  primarily  made  for  slum  clearance 
tenants  and  the  remaining  new  units  have  been  allocated  under  the  points 
system,  20  Council  houses  became  vacant  during  the  year  and  these  were 
re-allocated  mainly  under  the  points  system* 
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10  loveable  Dwellings. 


One  area  of  land  was  again  used  without  consent  for  the  parking 
of  caravans.  Statutory  Notices  were  served  on  the  owner  of  the  land 
and  the  caravaners,  The  site  was  eventually  cleared. 

Two  canal  barges  were  registered  following  their  conversion  at 
the  Stone  Boat  Yard  of  the  British  Waterways  Authority. 

Private  canal  cruising  boats  are  hired  out  for  holiday  travel 
by  a  Stone  Company.  A  fair  number  of  pleasure  craft  now  use  the 
Trent  and  Mersey  Canal  during  the  summer. 

11  .Dirty  and  Veiminous  Premises. 

Visits  were  made  to  3  dirty  houses  and  the  necessary  instruction 
and  advice  given  to  secure  their  cleansing.

Two  treatments  were  carried  out  to  the  sewer  system  of  the 
town,  only  minor  infestations  were  found.  Regular  treatment  of  the 
Refuse  Tip  and  other  surface  installations  has  been  carried  out.

The  annual  licences  for  three  private  slaughterhouses  were 
renewed  and  regular  inspection  is  carried  out  at  these  slaughter¬ 
houses,  The  meat  produced  is  retailed  in  three  private  Butchers* 
Shops,  The  remaining  shops  have  their  meat  supplies  delivered 
from  adjoining  areas. 

All  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  as  soon  as  possible. 
Their  quality  is  generally  very  good.

Five  bullocks  were  found  to  be  infested  with  this  parasite. 

In  all  cases  the  offal  was  destroyed  and  the  carcases  subjected  to 
low  temperature  treatment  at  the  Stoke-on-Trent  Cold  Store. 

Bovine  livers  v/ere  found  to  be  much  affected  by  Fascioliasis 
and  represent  almost  all  of  the  offal  found  unfit  for  human 
consumption. 

There  was  again  a  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  cattle  infected 
with  Tuberculosis. 

All  meat  surrendered  as  unfit  is  coloured  green  and  either 
forwarded  for  animal  feeding  products  or  destroyed  at  the  refuse 
tip.
